Hon Helmckon had no intention of mailing 
the bill a bone ol eocteniion. The bill 
might bo good or bad in iitoU, but iimsmueli 
as tho priiiciple was liliciy lu lurtber the 
walluro and interest ol the Colony, it could 
do no harm. He bad no objection to a 
rieloet Commiltoo if it would d > its duty and 
not sbelvo lha bill. Tlia present customs 
regulations did i^reat injury to ooininoroe. 
lt"would bo well if lb(3 Coinmitiue at the 
siuTio lime was to take oognizmco of any 
improvemento possible uu the present 
customs law of the Colony, and invojiiga e 
the wholo matter. For instance, tbe steam- 
ers plying between here and Sao Francisco 
could not proeure a pound of ihuir supplies 
without pnying duty on it; 'his was a surmiis 
injury '0 the Colony as there can be no doubt 
a large business might be done in aupplying 
vessels. It wos kind ol dog-in-tho-mao- 
gor policy, and did a groat deal ot injury lo 
tlio coujiry. Ho wanted to uue bur-iiiess 
conducted in n UMitiniato way. He would 
move tbat tbo lolknving words be adiied: 
' aud at the same liiue tbe Ooimnittee to en- 
quire into tho working ol ihe present Custoinu 
laws, and whether ibay may (jot be so im- 
proved as to secure greater laoilily with econ- 
omy; with p iwor to send lor persona and 
p.pers; and when rii'c.ioJ.uy. to uiovo fro n 
placo 10 phiee ' Whon tbo work ol tbo Uoin- 
milteo WiiH acoo.iiplishiid, hon. nieiubera 
would not be quoting tiio opininiia o( n:ur- 
ehants whom they mot uu the bridge, or at 
tho Colonial Hotel, and who did not want 
tbe Bill.

BDUOATION. 

Hon ITuvalock would aak the hon. Attorney 
Oeuerui if tbe government intended to intro- 
duce a bill eitublisliing a uniform system of 
education. His oiperieDco on tha mainland 
had proved tbat lha present system was not 
saiisiaotory to tbe people, aud in view ol tbe 
early establishment of schools to meet tbe 
requiremuLiB of settlement aud increaeo of 
populaiinn in ihu Colony, bo tbouj^bt tbe 
sooner such a system was created tbe better. 

Hon Crouse could not remember to have 
beard in bis frequent conversations with the 
Eseoutive oi any intention on the part of 
Government to establish a uniform system ol 
education. 

THE EAST COAST ROADS, 

Hon Davie brought up for the considera- 
tion of tbe CuanQil, the petition of certain 
,<et>lera of Oowioliau, praying Ihat provision 
might bo made iu the estimates for a sum o( 

,i8U0'J, to tie applied in making and repairing 
RuaJa iu that and the adjoining diilriets. 
Tliey bad bleain conimuuieaiion. but tbo didi- 
oulty of leaehing tbe landing, tho roads be- 
ing ill suub a bad condiiiuu, waa tantamount 
to rendering that mode of cunveyanoe inutile. 
In summer when the roads were at their bcFt 
(aiiiKTs oould not put more than hair' a ton 
on a wagon, and in tbe rainy season tho 
roads could not he travelled at all. Ho ra- 
cieved a letltr from tbo Ven Archdeacon 
Reoce, who not only identified himseK wi b 
tho spiritual, but ulao with the temporal wel" 
fate o( his'' flock, and bad ihus secured to 
hiniSLiI Iho lovt: and rosptjct of those with 
u lioni ho eanic in contact. ( The hon inem- 
bi-r read an ixlraot Irom tbe Imief alluded to, 
id which tho Von Aiebdoacon, iu allusion 
to the ooniiition of tho louds, maintained 
that tbe amount asked by tho settlers was 
uot out of proportion to the umounl ol taxes 
paid by tlioin j I he obsiucles ofIered„ljyj|[if 
luesaut slate of ijLVgt^'^li'ipped that would 
o'lherwiso reach ibis city. 

Hon Crease opposed tbe considcjation ol 
tbe petition in its present form, as admitting 
of a dangeroB<; pteoedeut, and one whiuii 
wonld bring upon them a long series ol peti- 
tiouB of a similar nature. The subject should 
have been introduced by an address to the 
E.Nocutive. 

Hon Trulch admitted that the petition was 
inlormal by inlerence, und wi uld uu doubt 
(orm a dangerous preoedeot , he would tbeie>. 
fore recommend the hon member to with 
draw the peiiiicn and bring the subject be- 
fore them io another iorm. i his late visit 
to tho district, he waa bolb pleased and sur» 
prisi d tu Iind Iho griat piogross made by Ihe 
Hjltlers in agricultural pursuits. There was 
niucli inoro good land in that district and 
riciuiiy than had been supposed, and bo 
conceived that the formation of good roads in 
that district was of great importance, but tbo 
hoD member must recollect that tbo large 
sums alluded to in the petition as having 
been expended for roads in other parta of tba 
Colony, were expended on roads of general 
importance, whereas tho roar's in Oowiohan 
und vioiaiiy would ODt.y be farm roads and 
of local importatco. 

Hon Davie tbeo withdrew tbo petition in 
order to bring tbe matter forward in another 
form. 

TDE SALT SPRING HDRDBR. 

Hon Davie desired lo call the attention of 
the Legislature lo the fact that a respectable 
man of the name of Cuilis bad been found 
d ad near his own house v?ith his tbro.it cut 
from ear to oar, and u chaiga ol shot in his 
back.

Hnii Crease said it was understood that 
tbe debate on tbe lesolution was to be poat- 
oi.ed until the arrival down of tbe membors 
for Now Weslniinsfer. 

Hon H.ivolock did not see tbat tho absence 
ol the membors (or Ntw Wosiiuiniior was 
a snlHoient cause for delaying the debaie. 
He did not agree with tho boo member's re- 
reniarks as loathe impossibility of obtaining 
pr per roi.r•l^entativea lo-that boose in cons 
H. Miienee o( tbe scattered nature of the popu- 
luaon. lie conooivcd that the peopio were 
q:me rapa'ido of eU'ding Hueb inuniboM as 
Ibuy thought wtjuld honestly represent ihuir 
w-iuls and wishes in tho Council, and be lor 
one at least would ondeavor lo laithtuliy rep- 
resent the feelings of llioso who bad sent 
him hero As tn tha fuitabilily ol the rep- 
rfsonlativi'S chosen, ha oonsidorid that all 
tbo mi'iiiber.s bithi'rto sent to thai chamber 
from the upnur conulry wore qnito equ.il lu 
lha task entrusted to thorn. It was supposed 
that no one oould represent tbe people unless 
pusseased of largo vested mloreais. Tho 
greater portion ol the popular rapreaontatives 
hitherto stilt down had either possessed or 
representtd suoh iuiereaie, and bo was aura 
that all ol ibeni were a-- good and true men 
ou the whole, aa could be lound in the Brit- 
ish House ol Commons. Tho fact thai aomo 
of the populor members present had liupi 
silonco, was no iiidioation of incapaoily. He 
would ask tho honio where British Instiiuiious 
ba 1 ever failed in the Colonies? They might 
instance .Junmiea, but tbat would not bo a 
'uir example, as the causo ol discon ent did 
not ariso from any immudiute imperfection 
iu British lusiiiuiioua ; or Canada, but in 
tliot caoo, rebellion was the prime cause of 
the apparent failuie. But throughout the 
British Empire ibe-e wore few places in wliiob 
it euuld bo said that ihe time hud not arrived 
when it would bo enla to allow tho people to 
aeleot their own repre-uutalives. 

HonTrutohdid not say onything with tho 
slightest intention o( throwing any diareapect 
on tha people or their raprcuoiiiativej, but ho 
alluded to the noceasiiy of Uliing tho opinion 



of a whole distriot, which he conceived was 
next to impossible w!th lha present soatteied 
population, OS the distance of the majoriiy 
from any point was so great as to prevent 
many from porticipating in tho eleotiuns. 

' Hon Uavelook, as no slur waa intended, 
it ad plejjinre io ticoeptrog. tlie. expliioatibn'pf 
the Hon Ohief Oominlssioner of Lands and 
Works. The fad tbat the representative 
waa not a resident in Uik district waa not of 
material consequence,' many o( tbe ablest and 
most assidnous members of the legislature 
did not reside in the distrioti which they 
represented. 

tiUfon Ring— When tbe Hon member for 
Vioioria ar-ked Icavo to introduee bis Bill, he 
[Hon RingI thought it was premature and illn 
advised ut tho time, because of the liberal 
and conciliatory policy announced by the 
tjlovornor in bis speech, and he had in the 
Council advised tho bou momber lo wilb 
draw bis Bill and await. But when the Hon 
Attorney General opposed its inlroduetiou 
on tbe ground that the changed form ol 
Government deprived Ihe hon member of a 
ri'^bt 10 introduce tba Bill at all, then il was 
tbat bo jflon Ring] supported that right, 
beeauao iha poopla o( Victoria even yet 
possess iheii' otijnnal light ul roprt seniation 
which cannot bo taken Irom them by the 
(^ueen and Council and which they never 
consented to surrender. But now the very 
form as n potitiou in which the Hon 
member's Bill appears, is, so far, a surrender 
of the (pie-tion ol right to eiroiiuously in- 
sisted upon by hini ai first. [I'ho remainder 
of the bun iricinber's Hpccch wa.s inaudible in 
consequence of tbe 'bo/.' uf conversation by 
hon members around tha tablc.| 

Hon Carrall was opposed to the amend- 
ment, as bo did not think fh" 
Commissioner r-nuM suelier himself behim 
tho aovar'nor's two members. The Anglo 
iSa.xon raca ihronghoul tbo world hnd always 
shown ittoK capable ol self-government. lie 
had no doubt oiricial muinbers wore allowed 
to volu as they pleased, and tbat they wero 
wrapped up in iho wellaro of tbe Coloriv. 
I , X-- ■-• ' • -- - — 1 ""'luuii, 10 make 
the peopio believe thai, wbilo they insisted 
on having a majority io tho Legislative 
Council, Tho popular members were all 
most anxious to ailard every assistance to the 
Government, but under existing cironm^ 
stances that was nearly impossible. There 
wore portions of ihe leaoluiion which be was 
decidedly opposed lo, hut the first olausc 
should pass. 

The debate waa tbeo adjoDrned till Mon- 
day. 

Tbe Coonoil tbeo adjourned till Monday a;
